Graduates Hear Call To Stay South 


With their traditional black caps and gowns brightened by mul- 
ticolor tassels denoting their schools, Auburn’s largest graduating 
class filed across Cliff Hare Stadium on June 2. Of the 826 degrees 


presented, 96 were in advanced studies 
including 66 Masters, 21 Doctors of Phil- 
sophy, and nine Doctors of Education. 
Dispersed throughout the procession were 
30 honor graduates and 55 newly-com- 
missioned military officers. 


Speaker for the occasion, George A. 
Mattison, Jr., returned to his alma 
mater on graduation day to make the 
speech 47 years after he received his 
degree on June 2, 1919, from President 
Charles Thach of Alabama Polytechnic 
Institute. 


Recipient of the honorary Doctor of 
Science at the 1965 June graduation, Dr. 
Mattison has also received the Algernon 
Sidney Sullivan Award from Auburn. 
The owner of George W. Mattison Inter- 
ests of Birmingham, he serves on the 
Board of Directors of the Auburn Re- 
search Foundation and is past president 


of the Birmingham Chamber of Com- 
merce. ’ 


His interest in helping the handicapped 
led to the annual Crippled Children’s 
Clinic football game in Birmingham 
Which has raised more than two million 
dollars for the benefit of Alabama’s crip- 
pled children. 


_ Warning the graduates that education 
1S not an “open sesame’’ to the future, 
Dr. Mattison said that the “best things 
In life come to those who are willing 
to work, sacrifice, think, plan, and, yes, 
dream a little if you can dream of a 
Successful future while extending your- 
Self to the limit in hard work.” 


After telling the graduates that they 
face not only the challenge and oppor- 


tunity of the world of today but possibly 
the challenge of an unknown universe 
and vast space, he added that the re- 
sponsibility for that future lies with the 
graduating generation and requires ade. 
quate preparation. 


He then focused on the State of Ala- 
bama and the business opportunities of- 
fered the graduate in his home area. 
Urging the students to “look before you 
leave,’ Dr. Mattison described the South 
as “America’s last great frontier.”’ 

Citing figures about Alabamn's ex- 
panding industry, Dr. Mattison  con- 
cluded: 


“Basically three sound reasons explain 
why Alabama is growing and why your 
future in Alabama is bright beyond com- 
pare: (1) It has attracted a high pro- 
portion of big name industry with the 
resources and the need to expand; (2) it 
has an excellent proportion of growth 
companies; and (3) and perhaps most 
important, the hard-headed successful 
industrial leaders who direct these com- 
panies have a great enough confidence 
in the Alabama potential to invest in it.”’ 


Following Dr. Mattison’s speech, Reg- 
istrar Charles W. Edwards ‘20 gave out 
diplomas for the last time. He has pre- 
sented 92 per cent of the degrees given 
since Auburn’s founding—41,900. 

The only student graduating with high- 
est honor was William Robert Killings- 
worth, Jr., of Birmingham, who received 
the Bachelor of Aerospace Engineering. 

Graduating with high honor were: Ron- 
ald Morris Russell of Jacksonville, Fla.;

New Vice Presidents 


Board of Trustees. meeting here June 6 authorized a top-echelon 
administrative reorganization and an overall budget of $35 million. 
The new administrative organization creates three vice presidential 


posts. To fill them President Harry M. 
Philpott appointed administrators al- 
ready on the staff, the appointments to 
become effective July 1. 


Dr. Wilford S. Bailey '42 becomes vice 
president for academic affairs. He now is 
associate dean of the Graduate School 
and coordinator of research. New vice 
president for research will be Dr. Ben 
T. Lanham, now associate director of the 
Agricultural Experiment Station and as- 
sistant dean of the School of Agriculture. 
Dr. Fred R. Robertson, now director of 
the Cooperative Extension Service, be- 
comes vice president for extension. 


In commenting on the administrative 
reorganization, President Philpott said: 
“This is a functional arrangement rec- 
ognizing the three major program areas 
at Auburn: teaching, research, and ex- 
tension, Dr. Floyd Vallery will continue 
as assistant to the president, with staff 
responsibilities for special projects and 
planning. 

“Dr. W..S. Bailey as academic vice 
president will give supervision to the 
teaching program, both graduate and 
undergraduate. Working with Dr. Bailey 
will be Dean of Faculties M. C. Huntley, 
who will coordinate the undergraduate 
teaching program, and Dean W. V. 
Parker, who will be responsible for the 
graduate program. 

“Dr. Lanham will supervise the grow- 
ing research program of Auburn and 
give major attention to expanding re-

search in all of the academic areas of 
the University. Dr. Robertson will con- 
tinue to supervise the Cooperative Ex- 
tension program and also have respon- 
sibility for the growing extension 
programs in engineering, industrial re- 
lations, community services, and other 
fields. 


“Other areas of administrative respon- 
sibility, such as the Business Office, 
University Relations, Educational Serv- 
ices, the Development Program, and In- 
tercollegiate Athletics will report directly 
to the president. 


“In this type of administrative organi- 
zation,’ Dr. Philpott continued, ‘‘we 
anticipate a team effort that will enlarge 
and improve our service to the State 


of Alabama and the nation.” 


The post of executive vice president 
is eliminated by this reorganization. The 
post had been vacant since Dr. Robert 
C. Anderson °42 resigned in 1965 to be- 
come vice president for research at the 
University of Georgia. 


In approving a fiscal 1966-67 budget of 
$35,354,235, the trustees authorized its 
budget committee to revise this figure. 
This action anticipates increased reve- 
nues from state sources. Auburn Univer- 
sity would receive an additional $3.1 
million if an expected special session of 
the Legislature approves a $44,190,000 
supplemental appropriation requested by 
education forces and endorsed by Gov- 
ernor George C. Wallace. 


President Philpott cited figures indi- 
cating that Auburn has lost ground to

In July, Auburn area high school students will begin participat- 
ing in two new music projects financed by $130,000 in Federal funds 
awarded to the Macon County Board of Education. The Board has 


asked the Auburn School of Education 
to administer the program, which will 
be headed by Dr. Ernest Justice, asso- 
ciate professor. 

Approximately 200 students will par- 
ticipate in the first project, a two-term 
institute with students making up a 
70-piece orchestra and 20-voice choir and 
10 additional pianists. George Curlington, 
newly-appointed staff member for Au- 
burn music projects, will direct the 
orchestra the first term; Chief Warrant 
Officer Frederic Boots, assistant band 
director of the U.S. Army Band at Ft.

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Too Little. Too Late? 


At least once a month since February we 
have heard “the special session of the Ala- 
bama Legislature will be called next week.” 
As this is written in mid-June only uncer- 
tainty and speculation surround the date of 
a special session to authorize expenditures 
of the accumulating surplus earmarked for 
education. 

Unanimous in their views on division of 
the original estimate of the surplus, educa- 
tion forces in the state now have agreed to 
an across-the-board cut in the surplus. Using 
only $44,190,000 of the surplus means that 
each institution and agency reduces its re- 
quest to 43 per cent of its earlier share. The 
revised figure more than meets the demands 
of conservative fiscal policy. 

If this is a “surplus,” is there any real 
urgency for immediate appropriations? Presi- 
dent Philpott has cited the figures, astonish- 
ing figures in some respects, which make 
“surplus” a misnomer. In the past six years 
the national appropriation for higher educa- 
tion has increased 119 per cent; in Alabama, 
84 per cent; at Auburn, 52 per cent. Of 73 
state universities and land grant colleges, 
Auburn ranks 69th in compensation of fac- 
ulty, 22nd of 24 in the Southern region. 

Governor Wallace has a record of accom- 
plishment in behalf of education. Because of 
national concern with quality education, 
however, much of our running has been re- 
quired just to keep up. Alabama as a state 
anc the Governor as a popular political lead- 
er have much to be gained by immediate 
commitment of the $44 million agreed upon 
by education leaders and endorsed by Gov- 
ernor Wallace. Valuable time and talent al- 
ready have been lost. Anticipated budget in- 
creases will not hold able teachers nor re- 
cruit much-needed additional ones. 

“Too little and too late” can describe more 
than military tragedies. 


On The New VP’s 


The appointment of three gentlemen of 
the quality and ability of the Messrs. Wilford 
Bailey, Fred Robertson, and Ben Lanham to 
be vice presidents of Auburn University sig- 
nals the start of a new period in the life of 
the institution and of the administration of 
President Harry Philpott. 

This will be the first time Auburn has Op- 
erated under this expanded administrative 
setup. Heretofore the president has had only 
a Single executive vice president. The trend 
has been toward larger topside staffs, and 
the appointments by Dr. Philpott will place 
Auburn in position to reap the benefits of this

practice which has proved itself at other large 
universities. 

In filling the vice presidencies Dr. Phil- 
pott had the option of bringing in new faces 
or naming persons already on the staff. It is 
a tribute to the three he chose that, after 
nine months of looking and sizing up, he 
was able to find what he wanted already on 
the campus. However, these appointments do 
not represent any insensitivity on the part 
of the administration to the desirability of 
broad background and experience encom- 
passing campuses other than Auburn’s. Two 
of the new vice presidents gained all their 
formal education at institutions other than 
Auburn and the other earned his doctorate 
at one of the nation’s most distinguished uni- 
versities. All of them have experience in 
teaching, research, and administration. All 
are strong personalities. All are dedicated edu- 
cators. Each has distinguished himself in his 
own field. 

These are happy choices, and The Bulle- 
tin is sure it bespeaks the feeling of the com- 
munity in extending to Vice Presidents Bailey, 
Robertson, and Lanham hearty congratula- 
tions.

Here and There— 


Heresy Returning? 
By JERRY RODEN, JR., ’46 


Apparently unnoticed by the public, some 
American scholars are quietly seeking to re- 
vive ancient educational heresies. At this 
moment it is difficult to tell whether this de- 
velopment is a passing fad or a serious threat 
to higher education as we know it. Let us 
present the evidence for those who have an 
ear to discern and pass judgment. 

Last quarter at Auburn University, one 
professor scathingly denounced the theory 
that sex provides the moti- 
vating force for all significant 
human activities: “I cannot 
believe,” he said, “that the 
orgasm is the moment of 
truth.” This same professor 
insisted that prospective 
scholars should master the 
old standard critical opinions 
before advancing any of their 
original ideas for publication. 

Another Auburn professor, 
during this same period, suggested, in all se- 
riousness, that one should read poetry for the 
purpose of becoming a better man or woman. 
From this definition of purpose he omitted 
all practical considerations such as learning 
to read and write better in order to make 
more money. 

At the North Carolina School of the Arts 
this month, the president of that new and 
ambitious institution addressed the grad- 
uates of his high schoo] division with a def- 
inition of the purpose of higher education. 
He wanted both those returning to his in- 
stitution and those going elsewhere for col- 
legiate studies to understand clearly that 
both art and life require disciplined effort: 
that the discipline which art demands is the 
discipline that life demands. The purpose of 
higher education, he said without any apol- 


. ogy for the anachronism, is to enable one to 


make sharp distinctions between good and 
bad, right and wrong. He projected the 
strange idea that his institution exists not to 
give children their inherent right to develop 
talents for personal edification but instead 
to help mold better citizens. 

Such heretical opinions are not confined 
to upstart Southern colleges and universities. 
In his introduction to a recent edition of 
John Milton’s poems, a Harvard University 
professor offers the following quotation from 
Milton’s prose as one deserving serious con- 
sideration: 

“The end then of learning is to repair the 
ruins of our first parents by regaining to 
know God aright, and out of that knowledge 
to love him, imitate him, as we may the near- 
est by possessing our souls of true virtue, 
which, being united with the heavenly grace 
of faith, makes up the highest perfection.” 

The evidence indicates the possibility that 
these old-fashioned notions about education 
may already be too widespread to eliminate 


quickly by even the most determined effort— 
Let us hope so!

region and nation in terms of expendi- 
tures for higher education. He said the 
anticipated appropriation would help 
move the Auburn salary scale toward the 
regional average. “‘Then I'm going to 
start shooting for the national average,” 
he said. 


Trustees also authorized sale of bonds 
at a three per cent interest rate for 
$3,175,000 to finance the construction of 
women’s dormitories being added to the 
southern complex of women’s housing. 
Other action included approval of con- 
tinued participation in the United Student 
Aid Fund, commendation for Inaugura- 
tion Committee, authorization for sale 
of land in the Miller's Ferry area and 
for lease of land to the state for a pesti- 
cide laboratory.

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Contributing the collection, the fruits 
of a lifetime hobby, is Buckner Beasley 
of the Class of 1900, and now a resi- 
dent of Hopkinsville, Ky. Beasley began 
collecting the books during his residence 
in Montgomery and carried it into the 
jungles of Central America where he 
and his two brothers, Robert M. Beas- 
ley '20 and the late James Gordon Beas- 
ley, spent many years with the United 
Fruit Company. 

With the increasing number of volumes 
and the years passing, Beasley decided 
on Auburn, his alma mater, as the per- 
manent home of his priceless collection. 
He offered the collection to Auburn and 
Dr. Clyde H. Cantrell, director of lib- 
raries, gratefully accepted them. 

‘‘Much of the material had profound 
influence on him,” Dr. Cantrell said in 
the bibliographical preface. “This fact 
is borne out by the original poetry which 
he wrote during the two or three dec- 
ades when he was working in the trop- 
ics. 

Many volumes in the collection are 
classified as “rare’’ or “very rare’. 
The ‘‘Book of Settlement of Iceland” 
printed in London in 1898, has been 
labeled as ‘“‘a classic of all classics in 
the medieval literature of the whole 
German world.” 

While the backbone of the collection 
are the sagas and other Scandinavian 
literature, there is a. balancing variety 
with volumes of French Classical Ro- 
mance. 

Although there are many beautifully 
bound volumes in the collection, Beas- 
ley recently wrote, “They are not there 
on account of the bindings. I never 
chased a book in my life because it 
was pretty to look at. But I’ve followed 
the trail of many an old dog-eared, 
shaky relic all the way to Londontown 
because of what was written inside.” 

“This collection is a highly signifi- 
cant addition for the study of English 
and Old English Literature,” said Dr. 
Walton R. Patrick, head of the Depart- 
ment of English at Auburn University. 
“It will be of great aid to the doctoral 
student working on literature of that 
period.” 

Beasley’s younger sister, Mrs. Alice 
Bidez, is secretary for the State Chem- 
istry Laboratory on the Auburn cam- 
pus. Her late husband, P. R. (Bedie) 
Bidez "15, was for many years AU band 
director.

Leader In Horticulture— 


Professor Ware Retiring June 30

Distinguished scientific achievement plus a* Sincere interest in 
the Auburn student and the Auburn community have marked the 
career of Prof. Lamar Mims Ware, who retires as head of the De- 


partment of Horticulture, June 30. 

Prof. Ware joined the Auburn faculty 
in 1923 as an instructor in the Depart- 
ment of Horticulture and Forestry. Ex- 
cept for one year as a horticulturist at 
Mississippi State University and one 
year of advanced study at Michigan 
State, he has remained here since. This 
is his 4lst year in teaching and research 
at Auburn. 

Joined Faculty In 1923 

Prof. Ware, a native of Marshville, 
Ga., first came to Auburn as an under- 
graduate in 1913. He received his B.S. 
from Auburn in 1917. After graduation 
and service in the first World War as a 
lieutenant with the 167th Alabama Regi- 
ment, 42nd Rainbow Division, Prof. Ware 
returned to Georgia. There he entered 
commercial peach work with his three 
brothers. In 1923 Auburn offered him a 
position as an instructor. As he had 
always hoped to be in teaching and re- 
search, Prof. Ware accepted. In 1927 he 
received his master’s degree. He served 
as an instructor, assistant professor, 
professor, and in 1931 became head of 
the department. 

Commenting on Prof. Ware's  retire- 
ment, Dr. E. V. Smith, dean, School of 
Agriculture and director of the Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station, said, “‘Prof. 
Ware has given more than 40 years of 
devoted service to the plant sciences at 
Auburn University. It was largely 
through his foresight and persistence that 
the Alabama Legislature established a 
degree course in forestry at Auburn. He 
pioneered in forestry research and Au- 
burn has built on his early efforts to 
become a leader in the field. 

“In addition to his contributions to 
forestry, Prof. Ware’s greatest loyalty 
has been to his own professional field 
of horticulture. He did research in irri- 
gation of horticultural crops at a time 
when it was generally considered that 
Alabama rainfall was ample. He has also 
promoted processing research. He estab- 
lished a degree course in ornamental 
horticulture at Auburn more than 30 
years ago. Many of the leading florists 
and nurserymen in the nation received 
their professional education here.” 

Prof Ware’s many contributions to his 
scientific field, to education, and to Au- 
burn have often been recognized and 
applauded. 

His many scientific accomplishments 
are recorded in scientific journals, sta-

tion publications, and popular magazines 
and books on horticulture and forestry. 
He is the author or co-author of 49 
articles and abstracts in scientific jour- 
nals, 235 Experiment Stations publica- 
tions, and more than 84 semi-technical 
reports in trade papers. 


Prof. Ware’s achievements have been 
recognized by many organizations. He 
was named “‘Vegetable Man of the Year’’ 
by the Vegetable Growers Association 
of America in 1963 for his many con- 
tributions to the advancement of the 
industry. Also in 1963, he was named 
“Man of the Year in Service to Alabama 
Agriculture’ by The Progressive Farm- 
er. He holds honorary life membership 
in the Alabama Forestry Council; is a 
Fellow in the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science; and was for- 
merly a member of the board of direc- 
tors, Association of Southern Agricultural 
Workers. He has served both as secre- 
tary and chairman of the Southern Re- 
gion, American Society for Horticulture. 


Deeply Interested In Students 

Himself a former student of Prof. 
Ware’s, Dean Smith says, ‘Professor 
Ware will probably be as well remem- 
bered for his devotion to moral and 
Christian principles as for his profes- 
sional accomplishments. He and his late 
devoted wife have had a deep interest 
in Auburn students. More than once they 
have quietly established a scholarship 
grant in order that some worthy Auburn 
student might complete his formal edu- 
cation.” 

Prof. Ware has established a number 
of awards to encourage scholarship, but 
his interest in the well-being of the Au- 
burn student extends beyond the schol- 
astic side of his life and beyond those 
enrolled in horticulture and forestry. In 
1937 he and his wife built the Garden 
Court Apartments. the first apartment 
complex in Auburn built specifically for . 
college students. Since that time hun- 
dreds of students have called “Ware 
House” their home. 


For over 50 years Prof. Ware has 
taken an active part in the First Bap- 
tist Church of Auburn. He has served 
in many places. of leadership there. 

In memory of his wife, Prof. Ware 
has established memorials which include 
a church chapel at the First Baptist 
Church, a library at Lakeview Baptist 
Church, a section in the library at the 
Baptist Student Union, and hand rails 
at the Helen Keller Fragrance Garden 
and at the Alabama Institute for the 
Blind and Deaf.

Profile Shows Why Auburn Chosen

How do Alabama’s college-bound students select a university? 
Specifically, how did 2,494 freshmen happen to enroll at Auburn Uni- 
versity, the state’s land-grant institution? 


It didn’t just happen, according to a 
profile of the 1965 freshman class com- 
piled by the Office of Institutional Re- 
search. Over 50 per cent of the group 
said they were influenced by Auburn’s 
high scholastic standing, good faculty, 
and national reputation. 

Other attractions included the intellect- 
ual atmosphere and social opportunities, 
with 14 per cent more women than men 
listing the latter—the ratio of men to 
women on the Auburn campus is almost 
three to one. 


The advice of parents, teachers, coun- 
selors and friends had less to do with 
decisions to enter Auburn than did an 
actual tour of the campus, the report

continues. Such visits are arranged per- 
iodically and special students are hosted 
by Auburn several times during the 
vear. Potential students, with their fam- 
ilies, stop off frequently for informal 
visits. 

Special curricula offered by Auburn 
enticed most freshmen, with good facili- 
ties ranking second. For example, Au- 
burn offers the only study in the state 
for architecture, agriculture, and veter- 
inary medicine. 

Choosing Auburn because of its ath- 
letic program or its fraternity-sorority 
systems was ranked least important. 
About 30 per cent of all male students

Ken Mattingly 58 Joins Astronauts 


Auburn alumnus Ken Mattingly, Jr., 58, who began winning 
model plane meets and trophies at the age of 10, has a chance to 


be the first man on the moon. 

Navy Lt. Mattingly began training May 
1 as one of the 19 men named by the 
U.S. Space Agency as astronauts. On 
May 13 he returned to Edwards AFB, 
Calif., to graduate as the top scholar 
and flier in the Aerospace Research 
Pilot School—one of the most exclusive 
flying schools in the world. Only 12 stu- 
dents a year are selected from military 
and civilian pilots for the 12-month 
course in experimental test and space 
research pilot training. 

Indicative of his future career, Ken 
set a world record of 138 mph with his 
entry in the international model plane 
meet at the age of 15. As an aerospace 
engineering student at Auburn, he be 
longed to Pi Tau Sigma, engineering 
honorary, and became president of the 
student body. He was a member of 
Spades and Blue Key, other campus 
honoraries, and was named to “Who's 
Who in American Colleges and Univer- 
sities.”’ 

Ken “began his career in aviation at 
the age of three,”’ according to his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. T. K. Mattingly, 
Sr.. of Hialeah, Fla. The 30-year-old 
bachelor entered the Navy after grad- 
uation from Auburn. His service ex- 
perience included being on the “ready 


belong to a fraternity; about 45 per cent 
of all women belong to a sorority. 


The new report gives other data on 
freshmen entering Auburn. They are 
better prepared for college than they 
were ten years ago, five years ago, 
or even one year ago. And although wo- 
men report higher high school grades 
than ‘nen, the men rank higher in aca- 
demic ability on the American College 
Testing scores. 

Almost all of the freshmen class were 
either 17 or 18 years old on Sept. 1; 
less than one per cent were married and 
only 14 per cent indicated that they 
were going steady or engaged. Vocation- 
al and professional training ranked tops 
in reasons for attending college, follow- 
ed closely by the desire to develop the 
mind and intellectual abilities. Only 6.2 
per cent said they were attending col- 
lege to earn a higher income. 

Nearly 88 per cent of Auburn’s fresh- 
men are residents of Alabama, with 21 
per cent coming from rural areas, 36 
per cent from the surburbs and 43 per 
cent from the cities. Nearly two-thirds 
ndicated that their parents’ income was 
over $5,000. 

About one of every three Auburn fresh- 
men planned to study engineering, ag- 
riculture. or some technological field. 
Another 15 per cent planned majors in 
social, religious, or educational fields.

Edwards Leaving Registrar’s Office

People who work together on committees or in the same office 
sometimes wonder how they manage — particularly if they know 
each other well. Not so Charles and Clercie Edwards, who have worked 


together for 29 years—the last seven as 
husband and wife. 

Barely eligible for retirement: (‘‘We 
didn't intend to be dragged out’’). the 
Edwards will leave Auburn University’s 
Office of the Registrar July 1. Edwards 
has been registrar since 1938: Mrs. Ed- 
wards, assistant registrar since 1945. 

The couple take many of their prob- 
lems and lots of work home with them. 
How do two people work together so har- 
moniously for the mutual benefit of all? 

Says Clercie: “‘He has always treated 
me as an intelligent person who could 
see things logically; he didn’t expect 
me to be a rubber stamp.”’ 

Says Charles: ‘Two heads are better 
than one. We have always pooled the 
ideas of each other and of the staff.” 

Consensus: Each must respect the 
other. 

Respect for the other person began 
when Charles Wesley Edwards of En- 
terprise was appointed assistant regis- 
trar in 1927, following a B.S. from 
Auburn and a master’s degree from 
Marvard. ‘I was in charge of an office 
where many of the people working for 
me were older,” he says. “‘I was never 
afraid to ask for their help nor to util. 
ize their experiences.”’ 

Today younger staff members feel free 
to offer suggestions and ideas are shared 
for the benefit of the entire University. 

‘Every job in an office is important,”’ 
Edwards continues, ‘‘everyone must do 
his best or every other job suffers..‘The 
failure of one person to produce dimin- 
ishes the effectiveness of the office.’’ 
The same teamwork is- necessary for 
innovations, too, he believes. 

Mrs. Edwards, the former Clercie 
Small of Gadsden, graduated from Hunt- 
ingdon College the year Edwards came 
to Auburn. She was assistant academic 
dean of that institution until 1936, com- 
ing to Auburn as a recorder in the 
Registrar’s Office in 1937. 

One visible example of the Edwards’ 
teamwork is exhibited at graduation. 
Since 1933, Edwards has called out the 
Names as Mrs. Edwards has handed out 
the diplomas of each graduating student. 
Only once—in 1941—was the wrong di- 
ploma almost handed out. Fortunately, 
a burly football player responded to a 
feminine title, the mistake obvious 
enough to correct on the spot. 

Setting up the graduates to correspond 
with their diplomas is an exacting and 
time-consuming task but one which Mrs. 
Edwards has taken care of personally 
since that time. Edwards has handed out 
41,900 of the 46,170 degrees conferred 
since Auburn's beginning. 

As chairman of the 1959 Centennial 
Committte, Edwards is responsible for 
much of the documented history of Au- 
burn. He has published a number of 
articles in professional journals relating 
to registration procedures and policies. 


In addition, he has edited booklets on 
the economic situation of the South, en- 
couraging the abolition of poll taxes 
and inauguration of a state merit system. 

Retirement, for the Edwards, will 
mean retirement only from the office. 

“As Auburn grows larger, maintenance 
of the famed Auburn spirit becomes 
more difficult,"’ says Edwards. He pro- 
poses to do further research, believing 
that more writing about Auburn: its 
purpose as a public institution, its de- 
mocracy and will to serve, its achieve- 
ments and traditions, with sketches of 
outstanding alumni and teachers ‘‘will 
reflect its greatness and quicken the 
loyalty and unity of Auburn men and 
women, contributing markedly to a gen- 
uine revival of the great Auburn spirit."’ 

Clercie, who holds membership in a 
number of professional organizations, 
was president of the Huntingdon Col- 
lege Alumni Association, 1963-65. She 
plans to continue her work with a num- 
ber of civic, church, and social groups. 
She is presently first vice president of 
the Auburn AAUW, and chairman of 
the Finance Commission, Auburn Meth- 
odist Church. 

Mrs. Edwards also has plans for re- 
doing the house, perfecting her African 
violets, working in the yard, and ‘‘seeing 
more of the United States, as well as 
visiting our six grandchildren.”

Auburn Sends Two To NCAA Meet 


Track captain Wade Curington and SEC pole vault record 
holder Tom Christopher will compete for Auburn in the NCAA cham- 
pionships in Bloomington, Ind., June 16-18. Coach Mel Rosen feels 


both boys will set individual records and 
perhaps place. “This is the first time in 
four years that Curington has been able 
to concentrate on just one event, and I 
think it will make a big difference. In 
our dual meets he runs the 220, 440, both 
relays and broad jumps. Now that he is 
just jumping I think he should go over 
24 feet." 

Curington went 23-11 in the Georgia 
USTFF meet in early June, while still 
participating in the other events. Should 
he be able to get well over 24 feet, he 
could place among the better competitors 
in the nation. 

Christopher has vaulted- over 15 feet 
in every outdoor meet this year. He set 
the all-time Auburn record of 15-6% in 
a dual meet against FSU. Later he set 
the SEC record at 15-6. He went 15-6 
in six straight meets and ranks with 
the most consistent vaulters in the na- 
tion. 


Christopher will also compete in the 
high jump. His best jump, and also an 
all-time Auburn record, was 6-6%4 against 
FSU. 

As a sophomore in 1964 Christopher 
set the SEC pole vault record at 14-5, 
but broke a leg in 1965 and was not able 
to compete all spring. However, he came 
back in 1966 and has had a most suc- 
cessful junior year. 

A hard worker who has steadily im- 
proved since he has been at Auburn, 
Christopher set dual meet records in 
the pole vault in all five meets as well 
as the SEC indoor and outdoor meets. 

Curington is a senior from Montgom- 
ery who will graduate this summer. 
Christopher hails from Tuscumbia and 
still has another year of outdoor com- 
petition.

It is not an either-or proposition, in the opinion of an Auburn 


University official who holds the nation’s 
top office in the Association of College 
Honor Societies. 


Dean James E. Foy, president of 
ACHS which represents the top 35 per 
cent of the nation’s students through 38 
member honor societies, emphasizes the 
importance of total development of the 
student during his college years.

Howard College was re- 
named Samford University in his hon- 
or, and the Veterans of Foreign Wars 
recently presented him their National 
Gold Medal of Merit.

Unique Spirit Marks Co-op House

Since September, 1962, students and alumni returning to cam- 
pus have often been confused about “what” Dorm XII is. Some 
think the former Theta Chi house is a freshman dorm; some, smell- 


ing the odor of cooking food, connect it 
with the Home Economics School across 
the street; and others of the uninitiated 
think it’s an ordinary girls dorm. 

But all three guesses are wrong. Dorm 
XII (or Dana King Gatchell \Hall) as 
the successor or Susan Smith Cottage is 
the girl's cooperative dormitory. The 
co-op began at Auburn in the fall of 
1940 when the University bought Dean 
J. W. Scott’s home on South College 
Street. Naming the house for president 
L. N. Duncan's mother-in-law, Mrs. Su- 
san Smith, the University selected 31 
co-eds with special character references 
and averages above 80 for the experi- 
ment. Soon the waiting list of girls who 
wanted to move into the cooperative 
house showed it to be a success. 


Aided by modern facilities and conven- 
iences, the cooperative works basically 
as it did 26 years ago. The girls continue 
to plan and prepare their meals, answer 
the telephone, and care for their own 
rooms instead of having a maid. As a 
result they can live more cheaply than 
girls in other dorms. 

Along with the housemother, the diet- 
ician, business manager, and the house 
manager are most responsible for the 
dorm’s efficiency. The co-op girls elect 


_ these officers for a three-quarter term. 


Each receives a quarterly salary which 
is subtracted from her room and board 
costs of $100. 


The dietician, a girl who has had 
Foods I and II, plans the meals and or- 
ders the groceries. Her hardest job is 
pleasing the girls while staying within 
the budget. 

The business manager pays the bills 
and collects the room and board. At the 
beginning of each quarter she makes the 
budget for the dorm’s operation. Later 
when everyone else is studying for finals, 
she is frantically trying to balance the 
budget and prepare the quarterly re- 
port for the housemother and Dean of 
Women. 

The house manager makes out the 
work schedules and gives restrictions 
for improperly-done duties. 

Each girl works every other week, and 
she has one chore a day. On Tuesday 
night of her “‘off'’ week each girl does 
a household job: defrosting a refrigerator 
washing the kitchen cabinets, or clean-

ing a stove. At the end of the quarter, 
the girls give the dorm a “spring hous- 
cleaning.” 

Although the girls’ practical exper- 
ience equals a home economics course 
or two, less than 20 per cent are Home 
economics majors. Other courses of 
study include accounting, pre-veterinary 
medicine, laboratory technology, English, 
Spanish, interior design, math, drama, 
civil engineering, and elementary and 
secondary education. 

Living in the cooperative dorm is a 
challenging and educational experience. 
As for all students lack of time is the 
number one problem, yet the girls 
Squeeze in their duties and maintain 
their grades—Dorm XII has consistently 
been among the top five women’s dorms 
(out of 17) scholastically. 

Dean of Women Katharine Cater de- 
scribes the girls as ‘“‘a specia: group, 
who are serious about getting a col- 
lege education. If they were here to 
play, they wouldn't be in the coopera- 
tive house."’ Ten of the cooperative girls 
currently hold scholarships and others 
have part-time jobs as library assistants 
and clerk-typists. 

Another unusual feature of the dorm 
is the closeness of the girls. Dean Cater, 
who visits the dorm for dinner period- 
ically, says, ‘‘There’s a spirit in Dorm 
XII you don’t find in other dorms. You 
know you're with a happy group.”’ The 
smallness of the dorm (it only holds 
42 girls while most of the other dorms 
house 100 or more) as well as the ne- 
cessity of working together contribute 
to the friendliness. One co-ed summar- 
ized the situation with, “You know peop- 
ple well after you've cooked, washed 
dishes and eaten together for a few 
weeks. Here we really live together. 
It's somewhat like a family without par- 
ents and with more responsibility.” 

However, living in the cooperative 
dorm isn’t all work and no play. In add- 
ition to the fun-raising which goes with 
any group of girls, this set has its own 
traditions such as the homecoming din- 
ner for parents, cooperative alumnae, 
and friends, and the shower “parties” 
for pinned or engaged girls and grad- 
uating seniors. Frequent orginators of 
unusual dorm parties, the girls tra-

(continued on next page) 
dorm is the housemother, Mrs. Freida 
Barton — Mother Barton to Dorm XII 
girls, alumnae of the cooperative house, 
their families, and friends. She knows 
her girls better than any other house- 
mother on campus. Granted she has the 
advantage of a small dorm, and the 
advantage (or disadvantage) of serving 
as hostess for every meal, but what 
other housemother would be “caught 
dead” taking a carload of girls to get 
spumoni ice crear at 10:30 p.m.? 


The girls go ‘down to Mother Bar- 
ton’s room” to read the newspaper, 
watch a favorite T.V. program, or just 
to talk. They often stop by when they 
come in from a date or on their way to 
the kitchen to raid the refrigerator. 


Other Dorm XII attractions which aid 
co-ed happiness include the kitchen fa- 
cilities, the ever-present fixings for a 
peanut butter and jelly sandwich and a 
cup of coffee to fortify the will-power 
for a late study session, the washer and 
dryer in the basement, and the sewing 
machine which has aided numerous 
wardrobes and Home Economics clothing 
projects.
